The strike had deprived the Ital- 
ians of newspapers since Sunday 
Thus it had cramped the political

18 elections.

only means of distributing news in 
Italy since the Western Powers an- 
nounced they favored the return 
of Trieste to Italy.

curity council. 


The president told a news con- 
ercnce the United States reversed 
ts original stand for partititon of 
?alest.ine because partition could 
not be enforced without American 
roops. 
Austin, American delegate to the 
J. N., announced the reversal last 
Friday. He proposed a temporary 
Jnited Nations 
Palestine.

States proposed the trusteeship fo 
jrovlde a government "to keep the 
leaco." 
He read to reporters a prepared 


statement saying a truce must be 
•cached between theArabs and tho 
Jews "if we are to avert tragedy In 
Palestine." 
Therefore, he said he has In- 


structed Austin to call responsible 
representatives of the Arabs and 
Jews to a U. N. council table to 
seek such a truce. 
Unless something ts done, he de- 


clared, "open warfare Is just over 
;he horizon. 
Ho said the United States would 


le prepared to back a tJnited Na- 
tions trusteeship, but when asked 
f that meant troops would be need- 
ed, he reported, not necessarily. He 
said he did not believe force would 
>c required to enforce trusteeship. 


The President, under questioning, 


said the British were supposed to 
stay in Palestine until August 15 
>ut suddenly decided to pull out on 
May 15. 


Asked about that Britsh decision, 


he commented that he did not run 
the British government. 


LAKE SUCCESS. March 25.—W 


—Dr. Chaim Weizmann said to- 
day the recent American decision 
to abandon Palestine partition can 
only lead to increased bloodshed. 


He said tho new United States 
polimy constitutes appeasement of 
Arab aggression and called on'the 
Jewish people to stand firmly be- 
hind the United Nations partition 
plan. 


Dr. Weizmann. mentioned fre- 


quently as tho possible first presi- 
dent of the prejected Jewish na- 
tion, issued his statement during 
a slowdown In U. N. Palestine de- 
liberations occasioned by Ameri- 
can silence on Washington's hew 
plan for an Interim U. N. trus- 
teeship over the Holy Land. 


"The gravity of tho present mo- 


ment compels mo to break my si- 
lence on the Issues Involved in 
the Palestine problem in tho light 
of the recent declaration of Unit- 
ed States policy," he said.

Tho President said ho is follow- 


ing the law when asked If he plans 
any appeal to tho coal miners to 
leturn to work.

The 
President said he believes its mem-, 
bers will speed their decision. 


"After that?" a reporter asked.

co.

Blias reported the project could be 
operated within the Rio Grande 
compact.

Southern New Mexico have opposed 
the program on the ground their 
water rights will be jeopardized.
